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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventioa 

Claims 1-12, 25, 28, and 40-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims do not recite the complete structure needed to 
define a photodiode. For example, in claim 1, there is no mention of a cathode layer. In claims 2 
and 8 the structure and configuration of the windows formed in the cathode is not defined. In 
claim 25 and 28, the claims should be rewritten to include the product-by-process steps in light 
of the restriction requirement, and include a complete recitation of the process steps needed to 
complete the claimed device. In claims 40-48, all of the structural elements needed to define a 
complete photodiode are not recited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

r 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12, 25, 28, and 40-48 are further rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saito. Insofar as the device structure is understood, it 
appears that the Saito patent shows all of the structural features of the claimed invention. For 
example, as seen in Fig. 7, Saito discloses a photodiode structure which also uses a plurality of 
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trenches so as to isolate adjacent devices from each other and improve overall performance of 
the photodiode array. See the discussion at col. 9, 1.7-10. 

In addition, Saito also discloses various configurations that make use of annular 
electrodes, and "windows" formed in the anode or cathode of the device, as claimed. See, for 
example, Figs. 9(b), 9(c), 9(d) and 10, and the accompanying discussion in columns 12-14. 

To the extent that the claim structure is understood, Saito appears to show all of the 
structural features of the invention.
